Although Atlanta citizens voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of bonds at 
a» rate of more than 5 to 1, the total 
vote for »onds failed to constitute a 
majority of the 13,926 registered vot- 
ers, and the $2,000,000 city hall 
bond issue was lost in the election 
Wednesday. 

The bond issue failed by 641 votes 
to obtain the required majority, the 
vote for bonds being 6,323 and the vote 
against bonds being 1,226. To win, 
the issue needed 6,964 votes. 

Immediately after result of the elec- 
tion Mayor Walter A. Sims annourtced 
he would favor submitting the city hall 
bond issue again to the people, prob- 
ably in November, and at the same 
time submit a bond issue for sewers, a 
bond issue fer two new viaducts and 
a bond issue for school needs. The 
total of the four issues to be suv- 
mitted will De approximately $5,000,- 
000. The county will be asked to pay 
part of the sewer bonds.

WALLACE URGES 
JUST SETTLEMENT 
OF FRENCH DEBT 


Paris, September 23.—(/)—Hugh 
Campbell Wallace, American: ambas- 


sador to France during the last two 
years of the second Wilson adminis- 
tration on the eve of his departure 
for America, expressed the conviction 
that “America should and will make 


a just and generous settlement with 
France,” in regard to French debt. 

Mr. Wallace was in Paris during 
most of the time President Wilson 
was at the peace conference. 

“No one can forget,” he said, “that 
France saved civilization and as one 
of the results, at the end of the war 
several millions of French women and 
children were without homes in the 
ten northern departments of France. 

“France's first obligation was to 
find shelter and employment for these 
people. She already practically has 
restored this region. The money to 
do this should have come from Ger- 
many under the peace treaty, but as 
it did not France had to raise it her- 
self. 

“Americans cannot fail to under- 
stand that the French have incurred 
'no debt they do not intend to pay, but 
I know of no people who have a great- 
er horror of assuming’. obligations 
which they cannot fulfill. Whatever 
France agrees to pay within a speci- 
fied time, she must know that she can 
carry out the contract. 

“All will come out well at Wash- 
ington if the conference remembers 
that France and America are still 
friends and allies. It would be a 
sad thing for the world if peace could 
disturb an understanding which sur- 
vived all the tests of war.”

The debt was created in 1917 
and 1918, various loans being made

Defense attorneys said that $1,750.-

friends of General Wood. Notes sign- 
ed by Colone] Procter raised a large 
part of this sum, defense counsel as- 
serting that Colonel Procter account- 
ed for $700,000 raised on his own 
notes, one of which, with Colonel 
Sprague’s name on the hack, forms the 
basis for this suit. Once when Col- 
onel Sprague remonstrated with Col- 
onel Procter for lavish expenditure, de- 
fense counsel asserted, Colonel 
ter replied: “It is none of your busi- 
ness how a certain $500,000 was 
spent.” 


Entering the depositions was oppos- . 


ed strenuously by Colonel Tl rocter’s 
counsel, and ‘the first one was begun 
with a warning from Federal Judge 
Slick that his ruling would he de- 
veloped by the information in the 
document.

It has no way to protect its pa- 
tients from mob_ violence’ either 
through buildings or armed guards. 
The law at one time allowed the com- 
mitment to it of the convict insane, 
but this has been repealed and the 
care of this class placed on the prison 
commission where it properly belongs. 
In our judgment the care of the 
criminal insane should be placed on 
the same body, a hospital prison being 
supplied it for this purpose. A con- 
stant and real danger to society will 
thus be minimized. 

Apart from the question of safety 
to the inmates of the sanitarium and 
to society there is involved a question 
of humanity. It is repugnant to every 
sense of decency and self-respect to 
force by law the association of the in- 
nocent insane. who constitute the 
great bulk of the sanitarium popula- 
tion, with the criminal insane, a con- 
dition the sanitarium cannot now

commercial flying. He told the board

Couch’s Statement. 
“The official notice of the power 


company has not yet reached me and 
it is net my purpose to prejudge the 
case or to try out the facts through 
the columns of the press. It seems 
proper to state, however, that there 
is indeed a serious question as to 
the right of the power company to 
surrender its franchise and  per- 
emptorily discontinue a service of this 
character. 

“As disappointed as we are to be 
drawn into the controversy, which 
seems now to have extended to all the 
outlying municipalities served by the 
Georgia Railway & Power company, 
we must express some appreciation 
for the thoughtful consideration of 
officers of the power company in ex- 
tending to us one week’s notice of their 
intentions. Even in the short period 
of a week, it is entirely possible that 
we may find some way to avoid dis- 
continuance of the service. 

“Indeed, I have heretofore seen Mr. 
Arkwright in person and made ef- 
fort to assure him that the people of 
College Park were not tinreasonable 
and that any reasonable approach 
made by the power company for a 
satisfactory solution of the five-cent 
fare contract matter would be serious- 
ly considered at the hands of the 
mayor and council. I regret that my 
invitation to him to approach the 
mayor and council on the subject was 
not embraced. The matter, however. 
is one for treatment at the hands of 
the mayor and council and the official 
notice which we understand to be in 
the mail will receive prompt handling 
at the hands of that body upon 
receipt.

“The estimated production of the 
cotton crop for the state is slightly 
above the estimate of two weeks ago, 
due largely to a more complete realiza- 
tion on the part of crop correspond- 
ents as to the ultimate outturn,” ac- 
cording to the report. “A condition 
of 53 per cent of normal is reported, 
which indicates a yield per acre of 
137 pounds, and a total production of 
about 1,019,000 bales of 500 pounds 
gross weight. 

“A number of factors concerning 
the outturp, such as drouth damage, 
number of bolls safe per. plant, gin- 
nings to September 16, and estimates 
on yield and production, were eareful- 
ly considered in arriving at the esti- 
mated figure. Usually at this time 
of the season a heavier decline over 
the period is reported by the corre- 
spondents than that shown during the 
last two weeks, but this year the crop 
‘is too far advanced for the usual de- 


take place. For this reason, the r@ 
ported condition figure indicates a 
greater yield per acre at this time than 
did 55 per cent of normal in the re- 
port of two weeks ago. 
the entire state is practically all open 
and ideal picking weather prevails, 
with the work being pushed as rapidly 
as possible.

Peckinpaugh, just finishing his fif- 
teenth year as a major league short- 
stop, was given 45 points out of a 
possible 64, and Simmons received 41 
points in the voting for t'. honor 
which was awarded by a committee 
composed of one veteran baseball 
writer in each city of the American 
league. 

Previous Winners Ineligible. 

By the method used to determine 
the award, each member of the com- 
mittee picked the player whose work 
he thought had been of most value 
to his team this season and then rank- 
ed those eight players on ballots 
which give first place a value of eight 
points, second place seven points, etc. 
By the rules governing the contest, ac- 
tive playing managers and previous 
winners of the trophy are not eligible 
to the prize. 

The previous winners of the trophy 
were George Sisler, now manager of 
the St. Louis Browns, for the season 
of 1922, with a total of 55 points; 
Babe Ruth, of the Yankees. for the 
season of 1923 with the highest pos- 
sible total of 64 points; and Walter 
Johnson, pitching ace for Washington, 
for 1924, with 59 points. .

Optimism Also Expressed 
Over Early Agreement; 
Terms To Be About 
Same Granted British. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 
Washington, September 23.—Efforts 
made té uncover, so far as official re- 
ticences permit, what is in the minds 


of American officials as their notion 
of a proper settlement with France, 
reveal terms not differing materially 
from the British terms, which were 
payment of the principal in full in 62 
yeurs, and interest at 3 per cent for 
the first ten years and thereafter at 
$ 1-2 per cent. That surmise about 
the American position is practically 
universal in Washington tonight. 

Not quite so universal, but almost 
equally so, is a state of optimism about 
a settlement being made. So great is 
the confidence in almost, though not 
quite, all quarters, that settlement 
within a short period is practically 
taken for granted. 

At the same time, the published in- 
formation coming from Paris, from the 
French debt commissioners, and from 
other French sources, also forecasts a 
successful settlement. But, finally, 
when approaches are made to persons 
familiar with the French point of view 
about what kind of settlement. they 
can or will make, it is discovered the 
French have in mind a settlement on 
terms materially different from the 
Eritish terms. 

Views Mystifying. 

Obviously these four pgints of view, 
each held in its respective quarter with 
great confidence, cannot all be ,cor- 
rect. If their simultaneous exisfence 
seems a little mystifying to the reader, 
the answer is that is the way it’seems 
to some Who have tried hardest to find 
out about it. 

: The Americans are confident of a 
seitlement. At the same. time, it is 
claimed the American debt commis- 
sion cannot venture to recommend to 
congress terms for the French debt 
less favorable to America than the 
ferms made with the British. Since 
the one poiat at which all elasticity 
is to be exercised in the coming ne- 
gotiations is in the interest rate, the 
question is shall the French pay the 
same interest as the British, namely, 
» per cent for 10 years and 31% per 
cent for 52 years. Those who in- 
sist that the Americans must .de- 
mand this rate put it on the basis of 
the state of feeling in the west. - 

The same position is being taken 


with regard to the French debt that 
caused Premier Stanley Baldwin, of 
Great Britain, when he ‘returned to 
England after settling the British 
debt to disclose to his feliow citizens 
eertain facts he had discovered about 
American pelitics. On Baldwin's ¢e- 
turn in March, 1923, after promising 
to pay America 3 per cent for 10 
years and 244 per cent for 52 years, 
he met criticism in his own country 
by explaining something about where 
the balance of political power lies in 
America. He said: “They have men 
of our way of thinking in the eastern 
states, but that does not cut any ice 
at all with regard to other parts of 
America. If you will look at the 
senate you will find that the ma- 
jority of the members come from the 
agricultural and pastoral communi- 
ties, and they do not realize the ex- 
isting situation with regard to the 
meaning of the international debt. 
The bulk-af the people in America 
have no ucquaintance with it.” 
Created Commotion. 

That incautious utterance of Mr. 
Baldwin's, by the way, coming just 
at the moment when the senate was 
in process of acting on jhe British 
debt settlement. caused s@Me commo- 
tion and the British embassy 1 
Washington expiained that Mr. Bald- 
win had not meant to say it publicly. 

For insisting that France pay in 
roughly the same terms as Great 
g@ritain, the responsibility is » put 
chiefly on what is slleged to be pub- 
lic sentiment in those portions of the 
country distant from the eastern sea- 
board, One other reason for this in- 
sistence has. developed lately, coming 
from persons who say it would be un- 
fair to Great Britain to give France 
better terms than we gave Britain, 
and that if in the end we should give 
better terms to France, we ought 
then to reduce the terms already made 
with Great Britain to parity with 
those of France. 

Along with contiuved insistence that 
France pay 3 to 34 per cent goes 
equally continued insistence that we 
ought to deal more generously with 
France. This is no longer put on 
the basis of sentiment. It is now put 
on the basis of equity. 

Of the roughly £3.500,000,000 owed 
us by France, a little over $400,000,- 
000 is for surplus sipplies which our 
army in France hed on hand when 
the war ended. We,didn’t want to 
bring it back and (;eneral Dawes and 
other American officials frankly sold 
it to France at a bargain, an enor- 
mous bargain. fF:ance has always 
recognized this and has regularly paid 
interest at 5 per cent and installments 
on the principal of this portion of the 


/ dollars. 


like. ‘The process was that France| 
ordered from American manufacturers 
whatever she needed. The American 
manufacturer sent the bill to Wash- 
ington, where our goyernment paid 
it, and charged the sum to France on| ° 
our books. For these supplies France 
paid war-time prices, which were very 
high. On the average, these prices 
may have been mere than twice as 
high as present prices.

Consequently, several points are 
now made in France's favor. One is 
that since American manufacturers 
got much of the real benefit, and the 
only profit anybody got out of these 
transactions, we ought now to take 
that fact into aecount. Another is 
that of the profits made by American 
manufacturers in these transactions, a 
large proportion, probably more than 
half, has already long ago found its 
way into the American treasury, 
through the high war-profits tax we 
imposed. A final point is that it is 
unfair to make France pay in peace 
time dollars for what she received in 
war time dollars. A way of putting 
it is tg say that France received 50- 
cent pieces, but must pay back full 


Any considerations of this kind that 
may be given weight in the negotia- 
tions will express themselves in a 
lowered interest rate, since it is a 
fixed and accepted principle that the 
original debt must be paid in full for 
the sake of maintaining the sanctity 
of international obligations. 

The interest rate paid by~ Britain, 
including 3 1-2 per cent for 52 years, 
while it may seem low, is decidedly 
not lenient when looked at from the 
standpoint of 52 years.. In normal 
tinies the British government can 
borrow money at less than 2 1-2 per 
cent. >

as speculative operations for the rise 
and the decline were conducted with 


varying degrees of success. Consistent 
strength’ was shown by the railroad 
shares, but other groups were subject 
to the conflicting whims of tragers, 
failing to follow a clearly defined 
trend. 

An abrupt dectline of $6 to $7 a 
bale} in, cotton prices following the 
appearance of the government's crop 
report contributed to the unsettle- 
ment.of stock trading. The official 
estimate of a yield of 13,931,000 bales 
was some 200,000 bales larger than a 
fortnight ago and was unexpected by 
the trade after the reduction report- 
ed on September 1. 

Call money rates showed further 
indications of easing, but the relaxa- 
tion came too late to have much ef- 
fect on prices. A reduetion to 43 per 
cent after renewals were quoted at 5, 
however, was followed by a late up- 
turn in which the oil shares made the 
most conspicuous gains. | 

Trade news offered little encourage- 
ment for the opening of aggressive 
buying operations. Reports of the 
weekly steel trade reviews that the 
industry was merely consolidating its 
late summer gains rather than making 
further progress were somewhat dis- 
appointing to Wall Street, which had 
counted on the steel trade leading an 
autumn revival of business. United 
States Steel trade lost ground and 
some of the independents were freely 
pressed for sale.

Condition of 53.8 Per Cent 
Shown by Report of Bureau; 
4,275,928 Bales Are Ginned 


Improvement Found in 
Georgia, South Carolina 
and All Gulf Coast 
States and in Far West. 


Washington, September 23. — Cot- 
ton preduction this year forecast from 
the condition of the crop on Sepcem- 
ber 16 is indicated as 13,931,000 
equivalent 500-pound bales, the depart- 
ment of agriculture today announced. 
A fortnight ago 13,740,000 bales were 
forecast. Last year’s crop was 13,- 
627.936 bales. 

The number of bales of cotton 
ginned from the growth of 1925 prior 
to September 17 was 4,275,928 run- 
ning bales, counting round as half 
bales, the census bureau announced. 
To that date last year 2,665,793 run- 
ning bales were ginned. 

The condition of the crop on Sep- 
tember 16 was 53.8 per cent of a 
normal, indicating a yield per acre of 
about 143.5 pounds compared with a 
condition of 56.2, indicating an acre 
vield of 141.5 pounds on September 1 
this year and 55.4 on September 16 
last year when the final yield was 
157.4 pounds per acre. 

Increase of 191.000 Bales. 

The crop reporting board in 
comment On the report said: 

“A forecast of a profuction of 13,- 
931,000 bales of cotton for September 
16 represents an increase of 191.000 
bales since September 1. Improved 
prospects are found in South Caro- 
lina and Georgia, in all gulf coast 
states, and in Arizona and California. 
The chief states showing gains in 
number of bales are Alabama, Geor- 
gia, Mississippi and Louisiana. In 
the principal interior states decline 
‘in prospective production is reported.

‘ EX-FLIER TO BE BURIED WITH HONORS 


From Dissection by Legion 


Richmond, Va., September 23.—UP) 
At first unclaimed and removed to 
the medical college of Virginia for 
dissection, the body of Frederick 


Kenenth Thomas, world war hero, 
formerly -a eaptain in the British 
Royal Flying corps, has been claimed 
by the local organization of the Amer- 
ican Legion and will be buried with 
military honors here tomorrow after- 
noon. 

The service will be conducted by 
the five chaplains of Richmond posts 
and the casket, dagped in a British 
flag. will be borne to its last resting 
place by a.corps of uniformed pall- 
bearers. 

Stricken with pleurisy at his work 
bench in the state penitentiary last 
July, Thomas, serving a sentence for 
bigamy, was pardoned by the gov- 
ernor just a few days before he died. 
Residents of the section where the 
penitentiary is located remembered 
the dying man’s haunting fear of his 
body going to the laboratory where 
the unclaimed remains of convicts are 
carried and appealed to the legion 
to intervene. : : 

Entering the foreign legion in 
France in October, 1914, Thomas 
qualified by the next March for air 
fighting. He then joined the British 
Royal Flying corps and was rapidly 
promoted to lieutenant and then to 
captain. Meantime, he married. 

In July. 1916, Thomas fell in his 
plane and was invalided back to 
America, where he was ordered to 
become an_ instructor, § first in 
Canada, and then in Fort Worth. It 
was while on a visit to Norfolk that 
the aviator’s troubles began. He was 
arrested and convicted of bigamy and 


sentenced to serve five vears in the 323 ROA a4 


penitentiary. Protesting his innocence : 
on the ground that he was not con- 
scious of having married in Norfolk, | 
Thomas began serving his time. He: 
shortly made his escape and fled into | 
the theater of war overseas. The war 
ended before he could again get into 
action. He wrote Governor Stuart, of 
Virginia that he was willing to return 
and complete his prison term. 


A few months later, Thomas was} 


brought to Richmond from Canada. } 
though it has never been definitely ‘ 
established whether he gave himself 
up to authorities or was arrested by 
immigration officials. Reentering the 
penitentiary, he made a model pris- 


oner. . 

In 1923, the Virginia American 
Legion, citing the war record of the 
prisoner, petitioned Governor Trinkle 
for a pardon. It was refused. Mean- 


while. Thomas’ health began to fail. 
He was -tubercular and pleural af- 
fliction began to agitate his condition. 
Fainting at his work bench on July 
24, the prisoner was earried to a hos- 
pital in the city where he died last 
Friday, free, but his body unclaimed.
